BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Education: 

I herewith submit my report as superintendent of 
schools. 

The work of the schools since the last annual report 
has been, in the main, satisfactory. Much good work 
has been done, and what failed of being thoroughly 
successful has been useful in demonstrating what can be 
improved. Its usefulness is lost, however, unless we 
endeavor earnestly to make improvement along the lines 
indicated. 

- The schools opened in September with fewer changes 
in the teaching fotce than was the case the year before, 
and only in one school has there been a permanent 
change since. This is a much better showing than was 
made in this particular a year ago, and indicates a prob- 
able greater efficiency. For too frequent changes in the 
teaching force is likely to make for lessened efficiency 
in the work. : | 

The lengthening the school year to thirty-six weeks 
has materially strengthened the work. Unfortunately, 
much of the very severe weather of the winter happened 
to occur. during the two weeks that were added to the 
winter term, and has doubtless caused some prejudice 
against the lengthened year. This severity of weather 
is unusual, and is not likely to recur frequently if at 
all, at least at that particular time. 

Several schools have had especially good attendance 
records, while others have been unfortunate in this par- 
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ticular. It would seem that we still have some people 
who evidently have little regard either for the welfare 
of their children or for the law that relates to the matter 
of attendance. There is no way in which parents can 
cooperate more effectively with the teachers than by 
seeing to it that their children are regularly and punc- 
tually in attendance at school. Intelligent and well- 
meaning parents will do this. The children reflect very 
accurately the attitude of the parents. 

In this connection I would call attention to the splen- 
did record of the school at No. 5. Since the school 
opened in September there has been but one half-day 
absence. Even during the severe weather of the winter 
term every child was present every day the school was 
in session, and the school lost but one day on account of 
the severity of the weather. What these children can do 
in this particular, the children in other schools can do 
with like home influence back of them, barring sickness. 

I would commend again the custom of encouraging 
perfect attendance, but I would suggest that the year 
for which the prizes are given be made to correspond 
to the school year as defined by the State Department— 
the year for which the record of the school is kept in a 
single register. [here is no particular reason except 
custom for considering the year as beginning in the 
spring. 

During the spring term several schools attempted 
something in the way of school gardens. Only one 
school undertook vegetable gardens. This work has a 
value beyond the mere learning how to cultivate plants 
or vegetables, and may profitably be encouraged. 

We are endeavoring to follow the state course of 
study, but, as is apt to be the case in schools containing 
all or most of the grades in a single room, there is some 
difficulty in keeping the work well graded. ‘This in itself 
is not important. But it is important! that each child 
do the work of the eight grades thoroughly. The diff- 
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culty arises from the fact that some parents are anxious 
to have their children get through the grades quicker 
than they are able to do the work. The attempt toyde 
this results in confusing the grading of the schools, and 
in handicapping the children in their work in the 
academy or high school. That this condition prevails 
generally in other towns is no justification for it with 
us. We need to make the standard of our work higher, 
not for the sake of the work or of the school, but for 
the sake of the children. Our teachers are working 
faithfully to this end, and I am sure that the parents 
generally are only too glad to cooperate with them. 

Several school buildings need repairs; some need new 
furniture. I believe it is of very great importance that 
the buildings be kept in as attractive and sanitary condi- — 
tion as possible. ) 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the 
board for their hearty cooperation in all that pertains 
to the welfare of the schools.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Your School Board was organized with Arthur L. 
Evans as chairman. We have continued the same ar- 
rangement as in previous years, each member having 
the special supervision of three schools. 

We are sorry so many of our schools have had to 
change teachers so often, some of them having a new 
teacher each term. 

The school year has been thirty-six weeks in length. 
as you voted last March. The attendance for the spring 
and fall terms was good, but the winter term has been 
very poor, there being some days (in some districts) 
that it was impossible for teacher or pupils to attend 
school. 

Some of our schools have had quite extensive repairs. 
No. 1 has had a new ceiling, new floor and the furniture 
repaired. No. 2 has been shingled and had some minor 
repairs. No. 8 has had the platform lowered, painted 
inside and the furniture shellaced and varnished. Other 
schools have had minor repairs. 

We were fortunate in securing the services of Mr. 
Cutts for one and one half days per week. We were 
unable to secure him for the two days which you voted 
last year. 

At the Supervisory meeting the superintendent’s salary 
was raised from $1,400 to $1,600, which makes London- 
derry’s share $480 per year.
